Misjudged the President. 


"We misjudged President Wilson's 


position in this world conflict, assum- 
ing it to be pro-English and un-Amer- 
ican," says Mr. Heineke. "We identi- 
fied his actions with those of the pro- 
British-press, every utterance of which 
appeared to the German-American ele- 
ment to reflect the mind of our gov- 
ernment. 


"Republican party interests have 


not been slow to make capital out of 
this state of affairs and to work the 
German-American vote for all it is 
worth, assisted by the German-lan- 
guage press. In the heat of the con- 
troversy we overlooked the fact that
